WILMINGTON The 
Conservation Commission did 
not hear a proposal for the 
development of a parcel of land 
off Beeching Avenue on 
September 1 as expected. 

Wilmington Parcel II, LLC, 
owned by Princeton Properties 
of Lowell, requested and was 
granted a continuance on the 
hearing of their proposal for 
the construction of four single- 
family homes on a parcel of 
land off Beeching Avenue at the 
end of Laite Road and Falcon 
Road. 

Abutters of the property 
oppose the proposed develop- 
ment and may have found a 
victory through the recent cer- 
tification of a vernal pool on 
the land. 

Vernal pools are vital to the 
breeding and survival of a 
number of species. A vernal 
pool is a depression in the 
ground which contains water 
for at least a couple of months 
per year and are often, though 
not always, dry by late summer. 
Because of periodic drying, and 


the resulting total lack of a fish 
population, vernal pools are an 
ideal area for many amphibian 
creatures to leave eggs without 
the risk of them being eaten by 
fish. 

Certification of a vernal pool 
requires evidence of the exis- 
tence of certain obligate vernal 
pool species, such as the fairy 


shrimp, wood frogs, ain 
salamanders. 

Evidence of obligate species 
was collected by area residents 
and submitted to the Natural 
Heritage & Endangered Species 
Program (NHESP) ot 
Division of Fisheries & Wildlifc

The Kiwanis Club of Wilmington has re-stocked supply at the fire department 


WILMINGTON - The Kiwanis 
Club of Wilmington has resup- 
plied the Fire Department at 
the Wilmington Public Safety 
Building with more “all-wheel 
sport” and bicycle helmets. The 
“all-wheel sport” helmets are 
appropriate protection for bicy- 
cles, skateboards, roller blades, 
and scooters. Some of these hel- 
mets have the added bonus of 
elbow and kneepads included. 
All sizes are available from tod- 
dler to adult. These helmets are 
being sold for only $12. 

Massachusetts law requires 
children under twelve to wear a 
helmet when riding a bicycle or 
scooter and also when using 
roller blades and skateboards. 
Although adults are not legally 
required to wear helmets, they 
should. And helmets should be 
worn correctly. 

Children should not wear hel- 
mets over baseball caps and 
girls should either get the hel- 
mets suitable for wear with 
pony tails, or wear their pony 
tails at the nape of their necks. 
Helmets should be worn on the 
top of the head and not towards 


the back of the head. 

Kids, and their parents, 
should take a quick three-part 
“Slip, Shift and Lift Test” 
make sure helmets are the 
right size: 

1. Slip on the helmet to make 
sure it is not too big or too 
small. Each helmet comes with 
two sets of pads, thin and thick: 
These pads can be easily 
changed. Every head is shaped 
slightly different and make 
sure the helmet isn’t uncom- 
fortable on the temples, fore- 
head or ears. Kids won't wear 
uncomfortable helmets. 

2. Shift the helmet forward on 
the head so the rim is one or 
two fingers above the eyebrow 
(one for adults, two for kids) 
When the helmet is in the right 
position, “lock” the helmets fit 
system (straps) in place. 

3. Buckle the strap under the 
chin and then lift the helmet. If 
it comes off the head even 
slightly, adjust the straps, mak- 
ing sure to tighten the chin- 
strap. This lift test is the most 
important key to helmet safety.

On this particu- 
lar evening, I must have been 
feeling a little frisky and after 
we had entered the store, I 
swiped a tangerine and put it 
into my pocket. Apparently, 
Scrapnick saw me do this.

He then went to the telephone 
and called the Wilmington 
Police. They arrived in a squad 
car shortly afterwards and read 
us both the riot act and sent us 
on home.

Several weeks later I heard 
about this incident from my 
father. He used to go over to the 
police department evenings and 
sit down with Chief Ainsworth 
and a friendship developed.

Talk To Your Parents

Scroth was brought by 
emergency personnel to 
Lawrence General 
Hospital, where he was 
treated for non-life threat- 
ening injuries. Authorities 
do not know if he had been 
wearing his ‘seatbelt dur- 
ing the time of the acci- 
dent. 

Olsen was rushed to 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston, where 
he was later pronounced 
dead. 

At press time, the acci- 
dent was still under inves- 
tigation. According to 
state police, though, speed 
was not a factor in the col- 
lision. 

A number of authorities 
reported to the scene, 
including Trooper Michael 
Murphy of the Andover 
State Police Barracks, who 
is the investigating officer;

workers would be putting them- 
selves and others in danger. 

Town crews, though, worked 
to clear fallen trees and limbs 
to enable the Reading Light 
workers to rebuild the system. 

The prolonged electrical out- 
age had its greatest impact in 
the kitchen. How do people feed 
themselves when refrigeration 
and cooking equipment no 
longer work? 

lronically, some people, most- 
ly those living in converted 
summer camps, had an oil 
stove or a wood stove or fire- 
place for heat, and possibly a 
gas refrigerator. 

Board of Health officials 
drove to Cambridge and Lowell 
to procure large quantities of 
dry ice, which were distributed 
to food stores. In 1954, the town 
had more than a dozen food 
stores. 

Meanwhile, Frank Blaisdell 
was selling ice to thousands of 
people at his coal and ice busi- 
ness on Lowell Street, next to 
Kiernan Avenue. Roads in 
Wilmington were quickly re- 
opened, thanks to the ingenuity 
of the highway department 
While other towns were depen- 
dent solely on men with chain 
saws, Wilmington got out the 
snow plows and bulldozers, and 
most streets were open in just a 
day or two. 

‘Two areas were designated for 
the dumping and burning of 
storm debris, Rotary Park and 
the town gravel pit on Abigail's 


Island, off Andover Street 
behind the present DPW 
garage. 


The loss of electrical power 
delayed the opening of schools. 
The brand new Wildwood 
School lost tar paper and cop- 
per flashing off a back section 
of its roof. The Buzzell School 
also lost several shingles. Two 
garages were heavily damaged. 
Luke Carter’s garage on Main 
Street at Kiernan Avenue had a 
cement block wall blown down. 
The blocks damaged a car 
owned by Luke’s son, Arnold 
Carter. Down at Joe App’s, a 
garage with heavy equipment 
inside was destroyed. The walls 
blew out and the roof came 
down. 

At the other end of town, 
Ventura Canelas lost the roof 
off his new barn, at the end of 
McDonald Road. When the roof 
blew, it also carried several 
large cement blocks with it.

also traveling in the Pontiac, 
but police did not indicate 
whether or not she was driving. 

When the Woburn men appar- 
ently started laughing at the 
Pontiac's incident on the grass, 
Murphy reportedly got out of 
the passenger’s side of his vehi- 
cle and got a hammer from the 
back seat.

A small 
house on Faulkner Avenue was 
hit by five trees. On Burlington 
Avenue, the second floor and 
roof of a home were destroyed. 
Three houses in town lost chim- 
neys. At the Britt farm, on Main 
and Eames Streets, a house 
trailer was blown over. 

Elmer Branscombe’s house 
was unscathed when a large 
elm tree fell in the front yard, 
right across the front of the 
house. But it was so close, he 
couldn’t even open the front 
door. The hurricane did not pre- 
vent a stork visit. Mrs. Lindsay 
Bouvier gave birth to twins 
Mark and Michelle during the 
storm. 


Personal memories 

I was eight years old at the 
time of the hurricane. I was at 
my grandparent’s house at 67 
High Street, along with my two 
brothers. My mother had gone 
to Boston for an appointment. 
She spent the day in North 
Station, where winds ripped 
doors from the hinges. And my 
father was busy reporting on 
the storm for the Wilmington 
Crusader. Much of the informa- 
tion for this story came from 
his report. He did an incredible 
job of deadline reporting, pub- 
lishing a very good account 
only 24 hours after the storm. 

Meanwhile at 67 High Sreet, I 
was terrified. First I heard a 
crash in front of the house as a

large blue spruce blew over. 
Less than a minute later, there 
was an even louder crash in the 
back yard. I ran to a back win- 
dow to see a large elm down. 
Five trees fell within 50 feet of 
the house, but none hit it. And 
two of these were less than ten 
feet from the garage, but it was 
also unscathed. 

We had no electric power for 
over a week. We were not 
allowed to open the refrigera- 
tor. We attempted to cook some 
meals in the fireplace, but it 
was not really set up for cook- 
ing, 

We had our phone back in ser- 
vice very quickly. My uncle, 
Ted Norton, found the wires in 
our front yard and spliced 
them. My brother Peter sus- 
pects that is how Capt. Larz 
was able to get his story into 
print so quickly. 

Peter also said he was fasci- 
nated by the hurricane, and 
thought we should have one 
every year. 

Ten days later, we were hit 
again, this time by Hurricane 
Edna. This storm tracked 
across Cape Cod, and in 
Wilmington it dropped nearly 
seven inches of rain. The winds 
were in the 50 to 60 mile-per- 
hour range. There was consid- 
erable flooding, mostly in areas 
near streams.

Attorney General approves 
overlay district article 


The measure is essential to plans for building mall in South Tewksbury

TEWKSBURY - The Attorney 
General has approved Articles 
3 and 20 from the Special Town 
Meeting of May 4, 2004. 

Article 3 relates to the propos- 
al for the construction of a mall 
in south Tewksbury by the Mills 
Corporation. The property on 
which Mills aims to build had 
been zoned for residential use; 
Article 3 created a new zoning 
district called the Highway 
Corridor Overlay District and 
rezoned the parcel under that 
new heading so that it may be 
developed commercially. 

Article 3, which was the only 
Mills article that night to 
require a two-thirds from town 
meeting voters for passage, was 
eventually decided in a secret 
ballot vote. Residents 
approached the microphone on 
the town meeting floor from 
both sides of the issue for more 
than an hour before the vote 
was taken, with residents drop- 
ping a “yes” or a “no” ticket 
into ballot boxes. 

The final vote was close, but 
decisive, with 1,065 in favor of 
the new zoning overlay and 332 
C) A 
Assistant Attorney General 
Kelli E. Gunagan, of the Office 
of the Attorney General in 
Springfield, offered approval 
for Article 3 on August 20. 

Gunagan’s only comments 
relating to Article 3 advised the 


Planning Board of its limita- 
tions under the language of the 
new by-law. She found that the 
Planning Board may access a 
property seeking a special per- 
mit only for the purpose of 
inspection relating to the spe- 
cial permit process. 

“However, the Planning Board 
does not have the authority 
under the proposed by-law 
alone to conduct warrantless 
searches of private property,” 
Gunagan said. 

According to Gunagan, the 
Planning Board would need to 
obtain an administrative 
search warrant to inspect prop- 
erty for suspected by-law viola- 
tions.

Olympic

If you watched the Olympics 
over the course of the past two 
weeks, you undoubtedly saw 
some remarkable athletic 
achievements in swimming, 
biking and running. Each of 
the events requires great ath- 
letic skill and training. 

Imagine, however, preparing 
to compete in all three events 
at once, That is exactly what 
‘Tewksbury’s Paul Sedgwick has 
been doing for the past several 
months, as he prepares for the 
Espirit Triathlon Festival in 
Montreal on September 18. 

Now, Sedgwick will be the 
first to tell you that he is no 
Olympic athlete. He is just a 
regular guy who has committed 
himself to competing in these 
events and priding himself in 
improving each time out. But 
the training regimen that 
Sedgwick goes through in 
preparation for the event is 
worthy of any athlete at any 
level. 

“Tt takes about five months to 
get ready for one day,” 
Sedgwick said. “There are 
about 200 miles of swimming, 
4,000 miles on the bike and 1,000 
miles of running.” 

Sedgwick, who will be com- 
peting in his third triathlon in 
Montreal, puts himself through 
the intense training regimen in 
order to get ready for the 
triathlon which consists of a 2.4 
mile swim, a 112 mile bike ride 
and a 26.2 mile marathon. 

To get an idea of just how 
much work Sedgwick puts into 
getting ready for the event, 
consider his training routes on 
his bike. 

“I have two routes, The east 
route is from Tewksbury to 
Rockport, and the west route 
goes to Mount Monadnock,” 
Sedgwick said. “There are a lot 
of hills, especially on the west 
route.”

type endeavors 


The Espirit Triathlon is a 
unique racing event for the 
competitors in that it is held on 
acriterium course. The biggest 
difference between the normal 
course and a criterium course 
occurs in the bike race, where 
instead of traveling through the 
streets of Montreal, they will be 
racing around a track. In this 
case, the competitors will com- 
plete 41 laps around a Formula 
One raceway to complete the 
112 mile requirement. 

“The swim is in the rowing 
basin where the 1976 Olympics 
were held, and right next to it is 
the Formula One raceway,” 
Sedgwick said. “Then the 
marathon is around the rowing 
basin.” 

The fun part of the criterium 
course for competitors and 
their families is that the fami- 
lies are able to watch the ath- 
letes for the entire race. 
Instead of disappearing for a 
few hours at a time while com- 
pleting the bike or marathon 
portion of the race, athletes will 
be in full view for the entire 
race. 

Sedgwick’s wife Toby, along 
with his daughters Kylie, 8, and 
Hannah, 11, will be there to 
cheer him on. 

“This one is the ultimate spec- 
tator race,” Sedgwick said. 
“But on the other hand it can 
get a little boring just watching 
us for hours. I have already 
suggested that the try and do 
something else for a little 
while.” 

Whatever the family decides 
to do during the race, Sedgwick 
is looking forward to finishing 
the race with them all present. 

“The last two that I have run I 
had my daughters cross the fin- 
ish line with me and I would 
love to do that again,” 
Sedgwick said. “It adds some- 
thing pretty special to it.” 

Sedgwick, who is a member of 
the Trifuny Triathlon Club of 


Andover and will be competing 
in the race with his training 
partner of 10 years, Jimmy 
Marsh of Wilmington, began 
running much shorter 
triathlons in 1988 and has prob- 
ably competed in around 100 of 
them over the years, although 
this is just his third of these dis- 
tances. In his last triathlon of 
this distance in 2002 he finished 
in a time of 12:47. 

You might think — that 
Sedgwick was some sort of all- 
State athlete, at least on the 
track, when he was in high 
school or college, but Sedgwick 
says that is definitely not the 
case. In fact, the 40 year old 
feels, who grew up in Hamilton, 
MA, feels like he is just getting 
better with age. 

“I was never gifted with a lot 
of natural athletic ability. 1 
started running in high school 
just to stay in shape,” Sedgwick 
said. “I have gotten better over 
the years due to the time I have 
put into it. I have been able to 
do more and more.” 

Sedgwick normally finishes 
the third portion of the race, 
the marathon in about 4 to 5 
hours. That is a time that 
many people would be proud of 
if they were running just 2 
marathon alone But for 
Sedgwick it is coming on the 
heels of already working him- 
self beyond what most people 
would consider exhaustion, in 
the other two events. 

“Regardless of the distance of 
the race, I don’t think of it as 
having so many miles to go or 
anything like that,” Sedgwick 
said. “I just break it down to 
events. You sort of make deals 
with yourself, just trying to get 
to a certain point and then 
maybe walk a little. You just 
try to keep moving.”

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MOVIE: “ANACONDAS: 
THE HUNT FOR THE 
BLOOD ORCHID” 

GRADE: * 

When one thinks back to the 
1997 movie that this film is 
being billed as a sequel to, two 
surprising memories surface: 
that the original starred a cer- 
tain Jennifer Lopez before she 
dropped her name to three let- 
ters, and disbelief that a sequel 
was even contemplated, let 
alone financed. 

A group of scientists, hunt- 
ing for the blood orchid of the 
title (which could hold the key 
to the fountain of youth and a 
cure for all diseases), stumble 
upon what can only be 
described as a breeding frenzy 
of giant anacondas, who don’t 
necessarily appreciate having 
their party crashed and begin 
to pick off the human intruders 
one by one. 

The computer-animated 
snakes look okay in some 
scenes, silly in others, but most 
in the theater will have the 
ending figured out before first 
45 minutes is over.

MOVIE: “EXORCIST: 
THE BEGINNING” 

GRADE: NO STARS 
WHATSOEVER 
If you are a horror fan, 
come in the Reading 
Chronicle offices and see me 
before having some coffee on 
any given day - the sight 
before your eyes will be more 
terrifying than any visual 
director Renny Harlin has 
put on the big screen in this 
mess of a movie. 
Not only should this one 
be avoided at the movie the- 


aters, but if you are a fan of 
‘The Exorcist’ at all, you 
shouldn’t even walk into a 
store that’s selling it once it 
eventually hits the streets on 
DVD, which will probably be

MOVIE: “ALIEN VS. 
PREDATOR” 
GRADE: ** 

Two Hollywood heavy- 
weight science fiction series 
collide head-on in this so-so 
sci-fi action movie. 

This movie has little to do 
with the ‘Alien’ or ‘Predator’ 
movies that have come 
before them (in fact, the cur- 
rent plotline apparently dis- 
regards the other ‘Alien’ 
movies entirely, as it is set in 
present-day 2004 - therefore, 
the human race would know 
about the alien killing 
machines well before they 
encounter them, supposedly 
for the first time, in the far- 
off future of the first ‘Alien’ 
movie). 

Imagine that the Earth 
has been used for centuries 
as a kind of paintball arena, 
with the Predators using the 
Aliens as prey in a winner- 
take-all battle that apparent- 
ly takes place every 100 
years, and you have the basic 
premise behind this one. 

The acting is nothing spe- 
cial, and director Paul W. S. 


Anderson takes way too long 
setting up the very flimsy 
relationships between the 


-human characters before get- 


‘ting to what everyone who 
plunked down their money is 
waiting to see - a brawl to 
end it all between these two 
killing machines. The movie 
picks up once the fighting 
starts, but there’s not enough 
of these scenes to salvage it. 


MOVIE: “THE VIL- 
LAGE” 
GRADE: *** 

Director M. Night 
Shyamalan has once again 
presented a film where much 
more is going on than the 
basic plotline. 

The story centers around 
a colonial village (headed up 
by William Hurt and 
Sigourney Weaver), where 
the residents are isolated 
from the world around them 
and live in fear of the crea- 
tures that dwell in the woods 
surround their hamlet. When 
a young boy dies because he 
didn’t receive the proper 
medical treatment, a young 
man, Lucius Hunt (played by 
Joaquin Phoenix) offers to 
venture through the woods to 
a nearby town to retrieve 
medicine so that others may 
live in the future. 

Without giving too much 
away of the trademark 
Shyamalan surprise ending 
(this is the same director 
that gave us ‘The Sixth 
Sense’), the story at first 
appears to be a horror 
movie, but ends up being a 
sociological examination how 
a society copes with fear, and 
how that fear can be used to 
control people, a very inter- 
esting concept given the cur- 
rent climate in the world, 
where a terror threat level 
canbe raised at any time 


and society is placed on 
heightened alert. 

This is a movie about 
much more than simply 
bogeymen or things that go 
bump in the night. 


MOVIE: “THE 
MANCHURIAN CANDI- 
DATE” 

GRADE: *** 

Director Jonathan Demme 
has created a remake that is 
worthy of the original, with 
enough of a twist to keep 
fans of the first film guessing 
until the final frame. 

Denzel Washington plays 
Major Ben Marco, the leader 
of a unit during the Gulf War 
in 1991 which disappears for 
a few days during a routine 
mission, and reappears with 
two soldiers dead and one, 
Captain Raymond Prentiss 


Shaw (played by Liev 
Schrieber) who is given the 
Medal of Honor for his hero- 
ic actions in saving the rest 
of the unit. The only problem 
is, no one else in the unit can 
remember these heroic 
actions, including Shaw him- 
self. 

Marco begins to believe 
that Shaw (and he) are vic- 
tims of mind control by sci- 
entists from Manchurian 
Global, a company that prof- 
its by selling supplies to mili- 
tary operations, in an effort 
to get a sleeper agent into 
the White House. Shaw is a 
Vice Presidential candidate, 
and an unwilling one at that, 
thanks to the efforts of his 
mother, Senator Ellie 
Prentiss (played by Meryl 
Streep). 

The story is set in the 
hear and now, at the conclu- 
sion of a major party’s politi- 
cal convention (remember 
the DNC).

He is framed in t 
murder of two CIA agents, 
and suddenly must clear his 
name as well as continue"to 
seek out clues to the terrible 
deeds of his past. 

Damon has proven to be 
an intellectual action hero, 
and is very believable as the 
complex, and confused, 
Bourne. The plot doesn’t 
waste anytime in sucking you 
in, and it definitely helps if 
you have seen the first film. 

This is a smart spy 
thriller, a cut above much of 
the summertime fluff out 
there.

Maximize dorm room’s space 


College presents many chal- 
lenges that test students’ prob- 
lem-solving skills.

As technology continues to 
evolve, so do the high-tech ways 
Students have to cheat on 
exams, term papers and other 
School assignments. Gone are 
the days of writing crib notes 
on the bottom of your shoes or 
the palm of your hand. Today, 
cheating has become much 
easier — particularly when stu- 
dents are more tech-savvy than 
their teachers, From Internet 
plagiarism to sending test 
answers via cell phones, 
resourceful young minds have 


ing in Doi Times ~ Chronicle (Reading, Wobum, Winchester, Burlington, Wokeheld),

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found ways to dodge studying. 
Cheating has become more 
prolific as a result of these 
high-tech options. According to 
Don McCabe, a Rutgers Uni- 
versity-Newark business school 
management professor, his sur- 
vey of over 16,000 college stu- 
dents polled at 23 campuses 
across the country found that 
22 percent of students admitted 
"serious cheating" one or more 
times during the 2002-2003 aca- 
demic year. High school cheat- 
ing is even more rampant. 


McCabe surveyed 4,500 stu- 
dents at 25 high schools. For 
the 2000-2001 school year, 74 
percent admitted to cheating. 

* Internet access - Internet 
cheating is one of the most 
common forms of cheating. 
With the inception of the Inter- 
net as a research tool, informa- 
tion was conveniently and 
instantaneously brought into 
the homes of students. Howev- 
er, now students are going as 
far as using the Internet to 
hack into textbook publisher 


Web sites to find exams and 
answer keys. Some are even 
posting this information on 
their own sites to share with 
other students. 

* Cell-phone connection -- 
‘Today's cell phones are packed 
with features from text mes- 
Saging to 

e-mail to photo-taking tech- 
nology, resources kids can use 
in their cheating repertoire.

At the time, he met with 
and became close to some of 
the families involved with the 
then young and growing orga- 
nization. 

Perenick recalled, “In 1990 
a group (from New England) 
was asked by Sawyer to come 
back to Washington and be 
mentors in the COPS Kids 
Programs. We enjoyed it and 
went back year after year.” 

The Perenick and his col- 
leagues found themselves 
working with over 200 chil- 
dren of officers who had died 
in the line of duty. The term 
is determined by federal 
guidelines and can include 
local, state and federal offi- 
cers and corrections people 
who have died as the result of 
a felonious action or accident 
while on duty. 

In 1994 and '95 there were 
five officers killed in the line 
of duty. 


han 1199-50. a 
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Sawyer asked Perenick to 
reach out to one of the fami- 
lies and he responded. 

“When I did,” Perenick 
said, “I told her it was time to 
begin a Massachusetts 
Chapter. She agreed and con- 
tacted other families. 

“I brought the law enforce- 
ment side, officers who were 
caring and compassionate, 
together, and we chartered 
Massachusetts COPS in 1994.” 
Within two years, the Chapter 
was rechartered to include 
New Hampshire, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. Maine had 
its own chapter and although 
Vermont was invited to join 
the Massachusetts chapter 
they declined. 

Since they were formed, 
the Chapter has: provided 
grief seminars, family out- 
ings; and law enforcement 
training in regards to the 
unique situation behind line of 
duty deaths. The latter 
includes training the depart- 
ments in how to put together a 
policy to deal with the deaths 
when and if they occur. 

When an officer is killed in 
the line of duty, the surviving 
family is eligible for many 
benefits beyond those provid- 
ed by the department the offi- 
cer served on. There are also 
benefits provided under state 
and federal regulations. 

However, these extra bene- 
fits, as with any state or fed-

eral program, come with 
complicated paperwork. A 
COPS team is assigned to 
help the family and the 
department deal with the 
paperwork properly. 

According to Perenick, 67 
percent of all law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout the 
country do not have a line of 
duty death policy and one 
goal of the organization is to 
get these agencies to enact a 
policy. To this end COPS has 
developed a template that is 
so complete the agency has 
only to affix its seal on it. 

“We want to make sure 
that the good intentions of 
people are backed up,” 
Perenick said. “Some people 
mean well but do not know 
how to go about helping in the 
correct manner.” 

Paperwork aside, the most 
important part of the COIPS 
mission is to help the families 
through the grieving process. 
This is done through the use 
of several retreat programs 
for children and adult sur- 
vivors as well as a Kids Camp 
and an Outward Bound pro- 


gram.
